Hartwell's customers are fully protected against handle warpage, but there are means by which the customer 
can somewhat control warpage and general deterioration of handles. Handles should not be ordered in a 
quantity which will be in stock for more than six months. Regardless of ideal storage facilities some hickory 
has a tendency to warp after months in storage even tho $ie moisture content is at a minimum. 

Handles should be stored in a cool dry place. Do not store near any heating device, nor close to ceiling where 
heat accumulates. The best way to store handles is to keep them in the shipping container and laying flat until 
they are needed in the sales rack or bin.
